Rev. Hugh H. Eyton-Jones, of St. 
Paul’s Vicnrage, Hotnslow, writes to 
The Times of September 17th:— 

, Recent controversy with regard: to the 
Chinese-Eastern Railway. revives & 
memory' of some 30 years ago, when I was 
living in the Prefectural City of Fuh.

A MISSIONARY’S LETTER. 


WRITTEN WHILE..IN THE HANDS 
; OF BANDITS. ' 


MR... F, DAVIES NOW RELEASED, 


As already. stated in the Daily Press, 
Mr. C.F. Davies, the missionary who 
was captured by bandits a. month ago at 
Chowkiakow, has been released,, He was 
held to ransom “for $50,000. and 100 
pistols. : ‘ 

While in capitivity, Mr. Davies wrote 
the following letter, which he managed 
to have smuggled out of the bandit camp 
by a guard,” tho was friendly disposed :—- 

. , CHowkrakow N., September 18th. 

About 3.30 am. yesterday our double 
city was attacked by bandits under o 
man named Niu, who, I am informed is 
responsible “for the. Taiking tragedy. 
Here our premises were almost the first 
to be attacked. I’ had the -two ladies, 
Mrs. D, and Miss Poppins in one hiding 
place and the girls and women away bat 
in the women’s quarters where we 
thought they were. safe. I deemed it 


‘tT well to ‘bo in a more exposed corner sv 


that I. could be found before them and 
satisfy the ‘robbers. This really worked, 
but, alas, scholars and two teachers und 
others were found and I have not placed 
them yet. ;

| POSSIBILITY OF UNIT: BEING:

Some time has passed since anything 
was heard of the proposed formation of a 
Royal Naval Reserve Unit for Malaya, so 
much time,.in fact, that it is not surpris.

1 n-is—oxpressed—that—it— 
will be favourably considered by Govern- 
ment. :
